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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The limitation "the shaped body being compressed at a pressure of at least about 250 kg/crrt*'of the first 
phase of the tablet, which is not present in the original prosecuted claims, requires further consideration and search. Please also note 
that the phrase "the shaped body" (second line from last) raises a 1 12, second paragraph issue in that it does not have proper 
antecedent basis. This phrase should have been referred to as "the compressed particulate solid" In addition, "from" before "350" (second 
line from last) should have been deleted. Claims 27-28 should have included the upper limit "of less than 350 kg/cnf". Claim 32 is 
inconsistent with claim 1, presumably the present amended pressure range read on the second phase not the first phase. 
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
